1, Planning by the Intelligence Orientation and Intelligence 
Production Faculties is going ahead for the integrated once -yearly 
JOT training cycle. Fifteen weeks still seems to be the right 
length for the IS phase, with three weeks of orientation and twelve 
weeks for a combined Intelligence Techniques and skills course, 
presented simultaneously to three sections of students.
